Squeeze tube firmly to apply all of the
solution to the dogs skin. Wrap tab and put in trash.

FOR FLAT CARD (doubled) UNIT-DOSE PACKAGING: Separate cards along the perforated line. Holding
separated card by its wide end with narrow end pointed up and away from face and body, cut along dotted
line. Invert card over dog and use narrow end of the card to part dog's hair. Squeeze tube firmly to
apply all of the solution to the dog's skin. Wrap card and put in trash.

FOR FLAT CARD UNIT DOSE PACKAGING: [for push pin type applicator] Remove one product tube from

card. With cap end pointed up and away from face and body, depress cap to pierce tube end. Carefully

remove cap, invert tube over dog, and with tube in close to dog's skin, squeeze tube to apply product.
Wrap empty tube and put in trash.

BLISTER PACKED SARAN TUBES: Remove product tube from package. Holding tube with notched end
pointing up and away form face and body, cut narrow end at notches. Invert tube over dog and use open
end to part dog's hair. Squeeze tube firmly to apply all of the solution to the dog's skin. Wrap tub and
put in trash.

PULL AND TWIST APPLICATOR TUBE: Remove applicator tube from package. Hold applicator tube in an
upright position. Pull cap off fube. Turn the cap around and place other end of cap back on tube. Twist
cap to break seal, then remove cap from tube. The dog should be standing for easy application. Part the
hair, place the tip of the tube on the skin and gently squeeze to expel the solution on the skin. Discard
empty tube as described in Storage and Disposal.
